were killed. All the telegraphic infOrmation 
that has been recélyed here thus far is a brief 
dispatch stating that six negtoes were anur- 
dered at Lancaster by a Democratic rifle 
club. The Associated Press and Bourbon spe- 
cials have sent the report asto the operations 
of the sanguinary band of armed negroes 
who were able to accomplish nothing but to 
get six of their number killed; but a letter 
has beén received here tonight {rom Colum- 
bia, 8S. C., as to ah election outrage which 
occurred a few days earlier in an adjoining 
county in the same Oongressiona!l district 
in which Ool, Oash is running as an inde- 
pendent candidate, of whi¢h the Associated 
Press has made ho mention: 
‘ON MONDAY LAST 
Mr. McLane, the Independent-Greenback 
candidate for Governor, accompanied by the 
Rey. Dr. Durham, candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor on the same ticket, were an- 
nounced to speak at Winusboro, a town on 
the Charlotte & Columbia Railroad 
about forty miles from Columbia. They 
left Columbia at5o’clock in the morning. 
Before reaching Winnsboro the train was 
bearded by Gol. A. Butler, who Was aceom- 
panied by a company of Ked Shirts, who 
ptoceeded to give the Greenback candidates 
a taste of what Rede before them.

Where Is Our Immense Orop of Oats? 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune, 

Prorta, LIL, Sept. 27.—We have been fig- 
uring on a very large crop of oats this year, 
but the present light receipts make every 
careful dealer begin to doubt the statements 
made. The visible supply is large, but - this 
is accounted for by the fact that country 


‘| shippers always fill their warehouses 


after harvest with cheap oats and hold 
them. This year, they shipped, and 
the large stocks at New York 
and other points are fully balanced by light 
stocks at stations. The South was reported 
as having all the oats it would need, with 
millions to ship. Texas is now ty Ag oats 
freely in Kansas; oats are as high in Kansas 
City as Chicago, and no stock there. There 
is already a demand for oats to go south of 
the Ohio River, and Kentucky les at the 
State Fair with horses say the Kentucky oats 
are damaged and not tit to feed. Oats have 
been almost as high in Cincinnati as in New 
York, which confirms the report that oats in 
Southern Ohio and Indiana were badly dam- 
aged from being cut too green and bound 
while still wet with a heavy dew. Detroit 
has been buying oats freely in Peoria to sup- 
ply the lumber region and Canada: and good 
authorities report the Michigan crop about 
equal to: the home demand. Keceipts at 
Toledo and Cleveland have been light, 
showing no increase in the crop of 
Northern Indiana and Ohio. New York re 
ceipts came first largely from St. Louls, but 
later on from Peoria and Chicago. ‘The 
East reports crops hardly equal to last year. 
The great supply then for shipping must 
come from lLillinois, lowa, and Southern 
Wisconsin. Through these States we had 
rains before and during harvest and an un- 
usually large proportion of the oats are dam- 
weigh twenty-five to thirty 
pounds to the bushel. These circumstances 
never give a Larne 200. The Government 
last May eoperses increase of acreage in 
the United States, including all the South, as 
only 7 percent. Through most of Central 
Lilinois oats are yielding twenty-five to thir- 
-five pounds to the bushel to the acre, in- 
stead of forty to sixty pounds to the bushel, 
as estimated. So far the home consumpton 
of oats has been much larger than last year, 
and the careful dealer must ask, Where can 
I go to find the large surplus of oats reported 
by all the papers? PEORIA. 
{There are oats enough in the country, but 
the price has been forced down a little too 
low to suit the views of first holders. That 
is the chief reason why the present ‘move 
ment is small.—Ep. TripuyNnez.)

Unless the Administration is indifferent to 
Republican success and hopes to drag down 
the party with itself, it will abandon the dic- 
tation of New York politics, or use its power 
ouly to tell Mr. Folger to step aside.

He cannot carry New York 
under existing conditions. Moreover, the de- 
feat of Folger and the faction he. represents 
will have the effect eventually of bringing 
the anti-Adiministration faction more promi- 
nently to the front than if the people had 
been permitted to select a canaidate for Gov- 
ernor without the interference of the ma- 
chine. Had the Administration and its New 
York allies beld off their hands, Mr. Arthur 
would have shared the advantages of success, 
and would not have become responsible in 
case of defeat. That was obviously the posi- 
tion for him to take. The nearest approach 
to that position which Is now possible is to 
be reached through the withdrawal of Mr. 
Folger and the selection of a new candidate 
who shall represent the untrammeled pref- 
erences of the Republican masses.

PROHIBITING IMMIGRATION. 

Ex-Commissiouer Le Duc, formerly Chief 
of the Agricultural Bureau at Washington, 
is out in a letter discussing the subject of 
foreign immigration, and its present magni- 
tude and character. He thinks the great 
desire in Burope to emigrate to the United 
States is universal, and that the exodus 
threatens disturbance there and disaster in 
this country.. 

The danger which the ex-Commissioner 
apprehends is that of overproduction; and 
overproduction, he claims, means poverty 
and distress among producers everywhere. 
His theory of National wealth, and National 
comfort, and National prosperity is to have 
production limited as near to a famine as 


is needed to furnish each ; 

joat there will be a demand for a ‘second 
loaf, and the greater the supply of food prod- 
ucts the greater will be the contribution to 
the necessary. Wants of the human family. 
There can be nq exhaustion of the needs of 
mankind for foud, and there is no danger, 
present or remote, that the people of this 
country will sink into poverty and distress 
because of the production of more food than 
the people can consume, or a greater surplus 
than the less fortunate of other lands will 
gratefnily purcliage to fill out their own 
scanty supply. 


BONDS AND CURRENCY. 
Not the least important of the sins of 
omission of the jast Congress was its failure 


.to provide against the danger of a sudden 


contraction of the bank circulation on ac 
count of the high price of Government bonds. 
Senator Janes, of Nevada, in an interview 
printed in another column, gives the outline 
of a plan for dealing with this difficulty. 
His scheme gains in interest from the prob- 
ability that it will be brought before Con- 
gress as the one favored by the Controller 
of the Currency. it does not propose to ar- 
rest the well-founded policy of applying the 
surplus reventes to the extinction of the 
debt, although it is this policy which is re- 
ducing the supply of bonds on which the 
banks can take out circulation. 

It is Senator Jones’ idea that the ir- 
redeemable 4 per cents, amounting to 
$739,000,000, should be replaced by bonds 
bearing a lower rate of interest. This 
lower rate of interest should be fixed at 
about the figureat which the market value 
of the bonds would be par. The banks 
Which desire to obtain the privilege of issit- 
ing National-bank notes would then be able 
to tind in the market a supply of’ available 
bonds at par. Many banks now refuse to 
take out circulation because they do not. wish 
to pay the high price commanded by the 4 
and 444s. They would not meet this obstacle 
in the case of the new bonds proposed by 
Senator Jones. At present bank circulation 
is practically stationary; there are indica- 
tious that a time ls coming when it may rap- 
idly decline before a currency to take its 
place has been provided. Bitter experti- 
ence has shown this coufitry the dis- 
asters that come with violent changes 
in the currency system, and Senator 
Jones has not started the consideration of 
this question too soon. It is one which is 
certain to force itself upon the attention of 
Congress, and the shape in which it will 
come will be more disagreeable the longer it 
is postponed, 

Bat there ate some features in this 
plan that would make [ts execution em- 
barrassing. Senator Jones proposes te 
pay a bonus or premium te the holders of 
4 per cents to induce them to take the new 
934 or 28¢ or 3 per cents. The lower the rate 
of the new bond 'the greater the bonus. He 
makes light of the popular dissatisfaction 
with which this proposal to pay the holders 
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power to cut entirely: loose from France and | not fathom. 


abandon Anglo-French Control which 
has been curse of Exypt; & do away 
with the swarms of officials who httve been 
glutting themselves out of the native treas- 
ury; to satisfy the national sentiment by 
giving the people some voice in their govern-

The compli- 
eation of an acute nature necessary to a 
satisfactory solution ef the Egyptian ques- 
tion, which was referred to in the dispatch 
of the Consul-General to Lord, Granville in 
May last, has happened,. The world. will 
now watch with interest to see if Lora Gran- 
ville was sincere when he said: ‘‘ Her Majes- 
ty’s Government has pursued objects of no 
selfish character and has no interests incon- 
sistent with those of the Egyptian people.” 


FLoeerne is still a common form of pun- 
ishment inflicted by magistrates in England. 
The whipping of three boys at Rowley for at- 
tempting to wreck a railroad-train gets only 
eight lines of motiee in the London Times, the 
event seoming to exuite no interest. As to 
flogging in Iudia, where it is intiieted for petty 
thieving, the. (London) Hall Mall Gazelte says: 
* All the authorities are agreed that whipping is 
a proper and necessary form of punishment, and 
in this view the supreme Govermment concurs. 
Only the most ignorant class of sentimeatalists 
could judge otherwise. It is the only punish- 
ment which the habitual jailbird fears. The 
culprit who is whipped is not taken from his 
work, and as a result his family aré not 
left to starve. Again: whipping is a pub- 
Me punishmént whieh impresses the very 
elusses it is desirable to deter. Lastiy, it is a 
cheap punishment, for it does not compel the 
State to support the criminai.”” A contrary view 
ig taken by the London St. James Gazette, which 
says, after quoting a statement that the aboii- 
tion of flogging in the army bad greatly dis- 
gusted the offivers in Egypt: “The correspond- 
ent may be a faithful chronicler; but, if so, * the 
feeling of di4gust’ among civilians that officers 
in the army are unable to keep order without 
brutal measures of violence will be still more 
extreme. Every other civifized army is able to 
get on without the cat; why should the English 
urmy be the solitary and the discreditable ex- 
ception?’ London Truth tells a story illustrating 
the freedom with which the lash was used in the 
Orimean days: “A long-saffering firm of Lon- 
don tailors dispatched ‘our Mr. So-and-so' to 
collect outetandmg accounts. It was never 
clearly made out whether the Provost-Marshal 
was applied to for a check; but what is certain 
is, that be picked up ‘our Mr. 80-and-so”" drunk 
and disorderly in Kadikoi town.

Each man by 
his own industry is to produce enough for 
his Own support, and, all the better, to pro- 
duce something over, which he will have to 
sel], and he will do this without any contri- 
bution from the public treasury, whether it 
be in ‘the form of alms, charity, protection, 
or soup tickets. There cannot be an over- 
production which supplies every inhabitant 
with an abundance of all that he needs for 
comfort and for happiness. To limit him in 
his food by reducing the quantity of the lat- 
ter produced, and increasing its price, .so as 
to place the product beyond his means of 
procuring it, is not In the interést of the 
general population. Food is the universal 
want, and a legal limitation of the quantity 
of it produced is opposed to all humane as 
well as political considerations. The law, by 
its exactions in the way of taxation, may and 
does piace a limit on the amount ef calico 
and woolen cloth produced, in order to ena- 
ble the manufacturers to obtain for reduced 
sales prices to compensate for the reduced 
consumption. The mah whose clothing Is 
thus limited can for a time submit to the op- 
pression, but is not made happier by the 
deprivation. But while the patient man may 
submit to one coat a year when he really 
needs two, he will not submit to one joaf of 
bread when two are necessary to pregerve 
health and life. 

The volicy of fixing by law how much of 
any kind of manufactured goods niay be 


, })produeea in this country is founded on the 
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theory that if a greater amount be produced 
the producers will have to sell at less prices 
than can be obtained if a less quantity is of- 
fered for sale. This theory is founded upon 
the idea that overproduction of any kind 
leads to poverty and misery. Mr. Le Duc 
holds that this policy should be applied to 
the production of articles of food, So long 
as there are nations and peoples in the world 


to armed invasion and conquest, has beén so 
fully told that we may assume our readets 
are familiar with its details, The sumimer’s

As between the past and fature of unfor- 
tunate Egypt there should be drawn a wide 
line of demarkhtion, for the restoration of the 
status quo ante Would arraign England not 
only upon the charge of making war against 
a petty abd comparatively defenseless State 
for the pecuniary gain of European Shy- 
locks, who have already been paid in full, 
principal and interest, for every cent they 
have lent to Egypt, but of improving her 
victory to still further squeeze and grind the 
wretched fellaheen whose substance has al- 
ready been strippéd from then: by confisca- 
tion, by the bastinado, by anticipating taxa- 
tion, and by the arbitrary annulment of laws 
that were enacted for their security, for the 
enrichment of foreign bondholders. To re- 
store the old order of things would be to con- 
fiseate all that is left; to usurp the unaliotted 
part of the revenues with which the Control 
rightfully has no eoncern; to prevent any 
native representation in the Government; to 
again fasten thousands of European officials, 
not upon the bondholders’ treasury, which 
is kept separate, but upon the native treasary, 
which reeeives less than one-third of the rev- 
enue of the country; and to reduce Egypt to 
complete bankruptey atid ruin. This En- 
gland cannot afford to do. She cannot afford 
to crush out representative - government, of 
which she is the special champion, nor to 
further grind and torture these wretched 
people unless she is willing to stand branded 
with infamy in the eyes of other nations and 
in the pages of history. She has added 
nothing to her military glory in the late war, 
for her cause was not a justifiable one, but it 
is now within the power of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Government to tndo a” great wrong and to 
end at once the Egyptian policy which was 
bequeathed to it by the Beacousfield admin- 
istration. It lies with the Liberals now to 
decide whether they will be the protectors or 
the taskmasters of this unfortunate people, 
for the old policy has had its frnition in war, 
and the opportunity is now open for refonn.

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THE loan companies of the Dominion. of 
Canada baveé become af important factor in the 
business of the country. The returns for the 
year ending Maroh 1, which have recently been 
published, show that there are 102 compacies, of 
whieh Ontario has seventy-three, Quebeo twen- 
ty-four, New Brunswick two, Manitoba two, and 
Nova Scotia one. Five of this aggregate have 
been merged in other companies or gone into 
liquidation. In 1851 there were but two of these 
com panies 19 Ontario. The assets of eighty ot 
the com panies whieh report the item amount to 
nearly $70,000,000. Nine years ago the assets of 
the twenty-three companies then in existence 
were iess than $11,000,000, The companies are 
authorized to receive money on debentures; ana 
the amount thus held exceeds the deposits by 
more than 50 per cent, the debentures fund be- 
ing $21,913,828, The rate paid for deposits is 
lower than for debentures, but the debentures 
bave the advantage of beine payable at fixed

The Lilinois Central Railroad is at the bottom 
of it, and so 1s Raum and ‘Long’ Jones, but 
you can’t elect your man, gentlemen. We will 
retire from this hall. We are not the men to 
be bullidézed. Good-by, gentlemen. 

A scene of indescribable confusion én- 
sued. Amid yells of approval from one side 
and hisses and jeers from, the other, the 
Thirteeuth-Warders jumped to their feet and 
made for the door, while their successors 
dropped into the vacant seats. Henry Hertz, 
one of the defeated Scharlau men in the 
Fourteenth, called them back, stated to the 
convention that seme of the Fourteenth 
Ward delegates were outside when the vote 
was taken, asked in the interest of 
harmony that it be retaken. While Hertz 
was making his plea, Mr. Quirk was shaking 
both fists in dangerous proximity to the nose 
of ex-Aid. Brady, a friend of Mason, and 
notifying him of what he might expect. 

Comparative order was gradually restored, 
and Frank Schoenewald, to whom Gernhart 
had given his proxy, moved to reconsider the 
vote. The roll was finally called and the 
motuon prevailed by a vote of 12 to 1, Em- 
bricht alone voting in the negative. 

Mr. Lusk again moved to adopt the ma- 
jority report. 

Mr. Phelps, one of the Thirteenth-Ward 
candidates for Representative, asked the 
privilege of saying a word, but the Chairman 
wouldn’t have it. 

The roll was called, and the motion pre- 
vailed by a voteof 7to 6—Emopricht, Schoe- 
newald, Robey, Wendel, Kummro, Lusk, and 
Hensen rs in the affirmative, and Wal- 
ther, Dresselhaus, Schubert, Eggert, Van 
Horn, and Knopf in the negative. The Sec- 
retary announced it just the other way, how- 
ever, and amidst criesof “ Don’t bulldoze!” 
from Pat Casey, who was now intrenched 
in a seat, that officer was directed to‘call the 
roll again. The disgusted Thirteenth-Ward- 
ers, massed behind the delegation from the 
Fourteenth, created considerable confusion 
about this time, and the Chair was moved to 
say: “Gentiemen, | wish you would leave 
those delegates in shape that they can do 
their business.’”’ The Thirteenth-Warders 
took the hint and fell back to the rear. ‘The 
roll was called again, Schubert went over to 
the Wendell cfowd, and the majority was 
finally adopted by a vote of 8 to 5. The 
Thirteenth-Warders who had§ cast them- 
selves out set up a yell of defiance, and their 
successors quietly grued themselves to their 


seats. 

Park-Commissioner Thompson, one of the 
retiring delegation, delivered a parting shot 
in the shape of a s h against the half- 
vote subterfuge. the Fourteenth Ward 
was willing to stultify itself in that fashion 
the Thirteenth Ward delegates were ready to 
go out. He had voted the Republican ticket 
ever since lie was 21, and wasn’t a bolter, but 
he reminded the Fourteenth Ward that a 
nomination was not an election. The Thir- 
teenth Ward delegates were entitied to a 
whole vote and they wouldn’t take anyth 
else. [Cries.of “Good!” “Go to h—I!” 

Mr. Quirk violently observed that there 
were men on the contesting delegation who 
hadn’t been elected at a primary for six 


years. 

The Chair placidly remarked, “ Gentle- 
men, I can’t hetp that.” 

Mr. Thompson said there had been times 
when he had been fairly downed, but he 
had never kicked at a little thing like that. 

Amidst calls for Huyck, the Secretary, to

primary. Mr. Scharlau said he had under- 
stood there would be no contest from the Thir- 
teenth or he strould have been prepared with 
the most damning proofs to contest the Four- 
teenth. ‘“ in kindness to the Chair,” he 
went on, “ who is there by his master, [ ask 
this convention not to.apply the whip, but to 
do what is fair.

He indignantly denies that anybody 
icugged him or that he ever said so, but ex- 
lains that he did tell Scharlan on one of the 
latter’s frequent visits to his house oné morn- 
ing that he didn’t feel well—an excuse to get 
ridof him.

The other set of primaries in the Fourth 
Senatorial District were held yesterday 
evening, and resulted perhaps in choice 
of 4 oy who will nominate Mr. Parish 
one of nominees of the convention heid 
day before yesterday. Whether Mr. J. Frank 
Lawrence, the other nominee, will se- 
cure an indorsement at this second conven- 
tion, which meets this afternoon at Owsley 
Hall, is not certain. 

The primaries in the Twelfth Ward yester- 
day were an unadulterated farce. Thegreat 
contest was made for James L. Campbell, the 
ex-Alderman, and L. H. Whitney, formerly 
of Topeka, Kas. gentlemen have 
legislative aspirations, and they think that 


they have captured the convention. ‘The 
first precinct elected Daniel Worthington 
and J. H. Sutherland. They are for Whit- 
ney, with a leaning towards Parish. 
The second Precinct elected i :

the Third Precinct, W. C. Dunning, A. W. 
Murray, and J. E. Williams. ‘These six gen- 
tlemen were all pronounced Morse men, and 
they will favor Whitney and Campbell, while 
the two gentlemen of the First Precinct will 
simply foliow suit.

BUILDING NOTES. 


Messrs. Bauer & Hill are engaged upon 
pians for tbree residences on Lake avenue, ad- 
joining fhe Thirty-tifth street depot, for the 
three Sutter brothers.

In 
the fourth- and sixth stories the piers will be 
cunnected with segimental arches, with wide 
bays, which will be subdivided by iron pillars 
into triple windows, giving abundance of light, 
and retaining the substantial qualifications 
necessary for a large mercantile building. The 
structure isto be completed by Jan. 1, and is 
expected to be under roof by Dec. 1.

There 
are now in circulation $62,000,000. 

IN SILVER CERTIFICATES. 
There have been printed $71,000, 000, but 
there are $9,000,000 still in the Treasury 
vaults unissued, A large proportion of the 
$62,000,000 have gone into circulation_ in 
exchan for .gold, and these certifi- 
cates ‘have been used as the equivalent 
of bills of exchange in remote sections of the 
country, and for conveniencein the payment 
of customs dues, He r, when the gold 
certificates are issued, it will be the policy of 
the Treasury nottoissue any silver certifi- 
cates in exchauge for silver olars, and 
gold certificates of course will be only issued 
in exchange for gold. This new order will 
go into effect as soon as the gold certificates 
come fromthe printer, whether they are iin- 
mediately” issued by the Sub-Treasurer in 
New York or not.

Mra, Kem bic’s Keeords of Later Life. 
Mrs, Kemble is 30 entertaining a writer 
that she may be pardoned for indulging in an 
autobiography comprising in all nearly 2,00) 
pages. The last sentence in her “ Records of 
My Girlhood” was: “In 1834 4 married 
Pierce Batier, of Philadelphia.’ There that 
story ends, to be. taken up in her “ Records 
of Later Life,” just published, and covering 
the period from 1834 to 1848. Mrs. Kemble is 
now in her 72d year, and intends undoubted- 
ly to cover the remaining period from 1848 to 
1882 With another book. ‘The present volume 
is made up almost entirely of jetiers written 
to Mrs. Jameson, Lady Dacre, and other inti- 
mate friends, and includes many gossippy 
anecdotes and reminiscences. It is 
the latter interpolations which give 
the work ~its life, sparkie, and, it 
may also be said, its popularity. It is 
difficult to.write of such a book, for the 
temptation is irresistible to quote from it to 
on almost unlimited extent, so bright and en- 
tertaiaumg do the “records ’’ seem as we read 
them over. Mrs. Butler after her marriage 
left England and went to live at “ Bytiler 
Farm,” near Philadeiphia. She does’ not 
seem to have enjoyed her American life, and 
in faet the picture she presents is not a 
pleasant one, aud the terms used in deserip- 
tion Sound rather ill-naturea and spiteful. 
Her home she ealls “in no respect superior 
to a second-rate farm in England,” and con- 
nected with Philadelphia by a “ hideous and 
execrable turnpike road, without shade, and 
arilly detestable in the glare, heat, and 
dust of summer, and almost danger- 
ously impassable in winter.” 
years later she writes, “IL have 
no friends, no intimates, and no society.” 
Her impressipns of the South and of planta- 
tion life were equally unsatisfactory. and 
she soon returned to more congenial life in 
London, whereby the reader is the gainer. 
Hotland House and Lady Holland, Sydney 
Smith and Regers, Mrs. Grote and Macaulay, 
Fanny Ellsier, Rachel, Dejazet, and ‘Thack- 
eray are subjects of anecilote. Of Sydney 
Sinith she says: 

The special and reportable sallies of Sydney 
Smith bave bee¢n, of course; often repeated, but 
the fanciful fun and inexhaustible bumorous 
drolliery of his conversation among his intimates 
can never be ndequately rendered or repro- 
duced. He bubbied over with mirth, of which 
his own enjoyment formed an irresistible ele- 
ment: he shook as hia eyes listened al bis own 
ludicryus ideas es they dawned upon his brain; 
and it would be impossibie to convey the faint- 
est idea of the genial humor of his habitual taik 
by merely repeating separate witticisins and 
reparwes. 


Lady Holtand’sill-lumeor and eccentricities, 


are well iilustrated, and Mrs. Kemble does 
wot spare*the old indy and her “fan ; 
despotic tmproprieties.” All Londen was 
infatuated with Fanny Ellsiler’s dancing. 

We woevery night to see Fanny Elisier (she 
writes). My admiration for ber grows rather 
than diminishes, though she is a better actress 
even than dancer, which | think speaks in favor 
of ber intellect. . . Eiisier bus great dra- 
matic power. Her Tarentelle and Wijlie are really 
finely tragical in parts; but then she had a first- 
rate head as well as foot training. She isa 
wonderfui artist,®#ut there is something un- 
utterably sad to me in the comtemplation of 
such a career. The blending in most ungnatural 
union of the elements of degration and moral 
misery with such exquisit perceptions of 
beauty, grace, and refinement proauces the iin- 
pression of a sort of monstrosity, a deformity of 
the whole bigher sature, which flils One with 
poignant compassion and regret. Poor, fair, 
admired, despised, fluttered, foriorn souls. 

And of Mrs. Grote she says: 

The first time l ever saw ber she was dressed 
in a bright brimstone-colored silk gown, made 
so short aa to show ner fect and ankics, having 
on her head a white satin bat, with a forest of 
white feuchers: ana | remember her standing 
with her feet wide apart and her arms akimbo, 
in this costume, before me, and challenging me 
upon some political qucsdion. = J which, and ber 
appearance, | wus much astonished and a little 
frightcned. 

At Burnham Beeches she was a purtentous fe- 
male figure who, with a stick in her hand,a 
man’s baton ber head, and a coachman’s box- 
eoat of drab cloth with manifold capes over ber 
pettiouats, . . stalked about the bouse 
and grounds, alternately superintending various 
mutters of the domestic economy, and discuss- 
ing, with equal knowledge and discrimination, 
questions of musical criticism and taste. 

With al! her pecutiarities, Mrs. Grote was 
able to attract distinguished people to her 
home. She was rough, but kind-hearted, 
and when Fanny Elisier visited America 
took care of the latter’s 6-year-old girl. “* All 
I said to her,” said Mrs. Grote, “ was, * Well, 
Fanny, send the brat to me; I don’t ask you 
whose child it is, and I don’t care, so long as it 
isn’t that tool ,@’Orsay’s, and I’ll take the 
best care of it.’ ” 

‘Mrs. Kemble was herself a fine actress. She 
says of Rachel: 

{ was immensely struck and carried away 
with her performance ot Hermtone, though | 
am not sure that some of the parts did not seem 
to me finer than the whole as a whole concep- 
tion. That in which she is unrivaled by any 
actor or actress 1 ever saw is the expression of a 
certain combined and concentrated hatred and 
seorn. . . Ber voice is the mest remark- 
able of her natural quaiifications for ber voca- 
tion, being the deepest and most sonorous voice 
i ever beard from a woman's lips; it wants Drill- 
jancy, variety, and teoderness, but it is likes 
fine, dvep-toned bell, and expresses admirably 
the passions in the delineations of which she ox- 
ceis—scorn, Batred, revenge, vetriolic irony, 
concentrated rage, seethimg jeniousy, and 4 
fierce love which aoomee in a! ig tmp ye 
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ne OT . ,. « As for any an eg 
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» Or the Dejazet she has not @ 
Of the.once famous Vejazet Sh 
very high opinion, and says that off the stage 
“she always wears men’s clothes, and is sel- 
dom seen without a cigar in her mouth. She 
is extremely witty, and famous for her pow- 
ers of conversation and pungent repartee. 
Spe is plain. and has a disagreeable, harsh, 
shrill voice in- speaking; her figure is thin, 
but straight and well made, and her carriage 
and movements as graceful as they are free 
and unembar .”’ From the quotations a 
good idea can be formed of the general style 
of the book, which is neatly bouud, has a 
index, and is published by Henry Holt 
Co., New York. 


: The March to the Sea. 

The story of Gen. Sherman’s march from 
Atianta to the sea has been so often told in 
prose and verse that there was little new to 
pe added to what was already known.

tion to these topics the author has. added a 

per on the “ Fitness ef Women tne 

finistry of Religion,” and two or three 
other papers on moral questions. in conclu- 
sion, she yeutures of. some speculation con- 
cerning the immediate entry into the life 
after ‘death, citing cases wherein indications 
appear to have been given .of the per- 
ception by the dying of blessed presences 
revealed to them as the veil of flesh has 
dropped away. This last chapter, although 
the shortest, suggests food for serious re- 
flection and will be found worthy of as much 
attention as the discussions which precede it. 

The book is one that will well repay read- 
ing, and on every pagefurnishes proof of the 
intellectual ability of its writer.

Picturesque Egypt. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more 
sumptuous and complete work on the subject 
than Prof. Eber’s “ Egypt: Descriptive, His- 
torical, and Picturesque” which has been 
issued in parts during the year and’is now 
publishedia book form. The translation 

.from the original German has. been 
faithfully made by Clara Bell, and the 
intrcduction and notes are fur- 
hished by Dr. Birch. Only one volume 
has been received, but the others will doubt- 
less soon follow. We have so fully com- 
mented on tne different parts as they have 
appeared that there is nothing further to be 
said in regard to this. great work. In type, 
ilhustration, and text it amply fulfills all the 
promises of its prospectus, and the publish- 
ers have added a rich yet appropriate bind- 
ing. ‘The work is heartily commended as the 


P result of lifeloug studies and the product of 


ascholarship which in this particular fieid 
is practically unexcelled. Messrs. Cassell, 
Petter, Galpin & Co., of London and New 
York, are the publishers. 


Treatment of the Insane. 

Messrs. G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish in 
neat book form the papers and proceedings 
of the National Association for the Protec- 
tion of the Insane and the Prevention of In- 
sanity, an association founded two or three 
years since to occupy a field of philanthropic 
effort that appeared to be inadequately filled 
by previously existing organizations. Its 
aims are to enlighten and direct public sen- 
timent in regard to insanity, to encourage 


asylims and amongst general pract 

and officials who may have to deal with these 
unfortunates, to improve their condition and 
at the same time protect the taxpayers from 
a reckless use of public funds in the name of 
charity, by influencing and enlightening leg- 
islation in regard to them, and to study out 
the means to protect, so far as possible, so- 
ciety from the annually increasing inroads 
of mental disease. 

With these objects in view there would 
seem to be ample opportunity for usefulness 
for such an association; and in facet it meets 
a want, in that it is not like the existing 
‘Association of Superintendents and the Con- 
ference of Charities, a body of officials alone, 
but one in which @ach and every person in- 
terested in the welfare and care of theinsane 
and the social and.other questions connected 
with them can take a part. So far its functions, 
judging by the papers in the present volume, 
have been chiefly critical: pointing defects 
in present usages and systems of manage- 
ment and suggesting remedies for the same. 
Thus Dr. Nathan Allen in the first paper 
writes, “Insanity in Its Relations to the 
Medical Profession and Lunatic Hospitals,”’ 
claiming that the study and management of 
this disease has been too much neglected by 
medical men in general and relegated to spe- 
cialists in charge of hospitals, and that these 
latter, on account of their comparative isola- 
tion and the lack of intereourse with the rest 
of the profession, have not altogether made 
the advances that should have been mace. 
De. C. L. Dana gives a paper on the * Needs 
of the Insane, with Statistics of lnsanity in 
the United States.” He gives a table showing 
an insane population in the United States of 
from 89,000 to 96,000, the latter figure being 
one to every 520 of the general population. 
When we consider that the greater mass of 
the insane are concentrated in the older com- 
munities, and thatin large and hewer sec- 
tions of the country the proportion is not haif 
as lar@~e as that given above, these figures are 
alarmingly suggestive. Insanity increases 
with the age of a community, and so. far -in 
this country, as a rule, altogether faster than 
the average growth of the population. This 
is shown by the census figures, from which 
it appears that while in the deeade 1870-’s0 
the population increased about 26 per cent, 
the insane population increased during the 
same period over 100 per cent. Dr. Dana’s 
article gives figures that have not, so far as 
we know. been elsewhere given to the pub- 
lic, and is suggestive in many respects. A 
large partof itis devoted to a review of 
asyluin reports and contains some judicious 
criticisms. 

Dr. E. C. Seguin discusses the use and 
functions of a consulting staff in hospitals for 
the insane, and points out some of the possi- 
ble causes of failure of such a body to serve 
a useful purpose. So far as we have ob- 
served these tendencies are very prominent 
in actual practice, and as these hospitals are 
generally situated at some distance from 
medical centres, it is not easy t find physi- 
cians with the proper qualifications who can 
give the requisit time and attention to the 
duties of consultant. 

Dr. J. C. Shaw concludes the volume with 
an account Of “ A Second Year’s Experience 
with Non-Restraint in the ‘Treatment of the 
Insane” at the Flatbush Asylwn, New 
York. Asa minimum of restraint Is desira- 
able, and the average practice in the asylums 
of this country has been to employ a con- 
siderabie amount of it, this paper is worthy 
of attention as demonstrating that it can be 
successfully dispensed with under the con- 
ditions met with here. We do not believe 
that its absolute disuse is necessarily an ad- 
yance in therapeutics, but itis an infinitly 
slignter error than is the Toceosve — 

ent of restraintin many Amefican asylums, 
which really ~ wate to an abuse, that needs 

o be corrected. 
: ln conclusion, we can say that the Associa- 
tion for the Protection of the Insane and the 
Prevention of Insanity, is au organization 
that hasa useful future before it, if its ef- 
forts ean only be rightly directed. Especial- 
ly if itean succeed in any measure in the 
achievement of the second of the two ends 
indicated in its rather unwieldy title it will 
deserve the good will of every well-wisher 
of his race. Lf it can cause on the part of 
the publie a more correct appreciation of the 
subject of insanity, so that legisiation, both 
State and local, in regard to the insane may 
be influenced Jess by prejudice and fear and 
litical exigencies, and tore by an. en- 
ichtened spirit of humanity, it will haye 
amply jus its organization.

Yet he 
holds that there are true and false religions, 
and that Christian is the best form of relig- 
ion known to the world. In the five lectures 
before us he tirst considers the reiigion of 
Isiam on Mohammedanism, and concludes 
that it contains elements that must forever 
exclude it from a place among the untversal 
religions—or those religions are adapted 
to live and flourish among all peoples. Islam- 
ism, he thinks, did not grow out of causes 
common to humanity at large, nor has it be- 
come widespread by its inherent forces alone. 
Christianity, he believes, is @ growth from 
Israclitism; and the religion Of Israel as de- 
veloped by the propheis with the cobvera- 
tion of the priests was adaptdd to universal 
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of the prophets and the religion ot Jesws. 
But the unique personality spiritof Jesus 
gave a new ahd broader type the religion 
of the New Testament and pled it to a 
world-wide prevalence. : 
Next, our author considers Buddhism, 
which was from the beginning essentially an 
ascetic and monastic religion, Itsprang out 
of Brahwanism, but posse many more 
elements of universality. it differs from 
Brahmanism, butts not direefly antagonistic 
toit. It may live and spread Gn any country, 
although it has not the = tit cliaracter to 


tou 


reac all classes of minds Uiat characterize 
Christianity. Christianity hag the great char- 
acteristic which consists in Wijeiirm faith that 
its God is to triumph over ijall opposition. 
Hiere Buddhism isa blank. It has no per- 
sonal God distinctly conceived of and be- 
lieved in as an allecontrol—ing force and 
spring of life and intellig@it energy. In 
conclusion Prof. Kuenen say#: *“ Universal- 
ism is a fact, and as a qualityjif we bear this 
distinction in mind and proce to review the 
three religions of the world, goting not their 
extension and the number their eonfes- 
sors, but their clraracter, “4 can have no 
hesitation in pronouncing Ghristianity the 
most universal of religions; and that be- 
cause it is the best qualified for its moral 
task—tu consecrate the petedhal and the ra- 
tional life.” 

These lectures, and the nd@tes in the ap- 
pendix, will give many reade§s a better view 
of the author’s philosophy and religious 
spirit than they have been ace¢ustomed to en- 
tertain. The book is full of profound re- 
flections, and deserves a r am atten- 


tion.

Prof. Dippold has published an interesting 
historical and critical account of * The Great 
Epics of Medieval Germany,” including the 
Niebelungen Liedand the poems of Gudrun, 
Parsifal, ‘Tristan, and Isolde and Ilwein. 
The subject of German poetry of the Middle 
Ages is here more fully treated than in any 
work hitherto published. The introduction 
gives only the most indispensable informa- 
tion in regard to the general subject. Sue- 
ceeding chapters trace the development, the 
relationships, and the variagions of the differ- 
ent epics. The book is scholarly, clear, and 
sufficiently detailed to give the reader an 
excelient idea of the topies treated. 

In * Red Cloud, the Solitary Sioux,’’ Cal. 
Butler telis a story of the great prairie. It 
is a tale written for boys, and may possibly 
interest thein, although filled with many in- 
consistencies, and not indicative of any great 
familiarity on the part of the writer with the 
scenes he is describing or the class of people 
of whow he talks. No objection can be made 
to the moral tone of the work, and the narra- 
tive is rather lively and interesting. 

Mr. Leonidas Hamilton has prepared an 
excellent little volume of general inforuta- 
tion in regard to the border States of Mexico, 
a region which is just now exciting consid- 
erable attention, and is likely to become mutch 
better known in the not distant future. This 
work contains @ complete description of the 
best regions for the settler and miner, also of 
the mining districts and mines, the agricult- 
ural and grazing regions, cities and towas, 
factories, exports, etc. l 

A popular edition in five volumes of Lan- 
der’s Imaginary Conversations has been 
issued by Roberts Brothers, and if the num- 
ber of.Landor’s admirers was not so restrict- 
ed this handsome edition would find more 
general favor. Noone ever more correctly 
anticipated the destiny of his literary efforts 
than Landor when he said, “1 shall dine 
late: but the dining-room will be well lighted, 
the guests tew and select.” One critic has 
likened his work to a piece of Greek archi- 
tecture, it isso colorless and perfectly defined 
in every part. Itis perfection of its kind, 
but destitute§of inspiration. Nevertheless, 
those who do admire the man are rapturous 
in their admiration, and itis well that his 
writings have been placed within reachof 
the public, whether the latter appreciates the 
privilege it enjoys or not. Cheap, handsome, 
and neatare the characteristics of this set 
“in Oxford style.” 

Goodholme’s Domestic Cyclopedia con- 
tains a large collection of just the sort of in- 
formation housekeepers most want to know, 
and which they find is most difficult to ol- 
tain. The subjects treated number over 25,- 
000, arranged alfabveticalily, beginning with 
* Abrasion ” and ending with “ Zinnia.” It 
would be impossible to give an adequate 
idea of the comprehensiveness of this volume 
without quotmeg it entire, but the best gen- 
eral statement of its contents is in its title, 
where it is termed “A Domestic Cyclopedia 
of Practical {nformation.” And it may be 
added that the work has been prepared and 
compiled with far more care than is usual in 
works of this kind. 

Col. Anderson’s’ monograph on the “Po- 
litical Couspiracies Preceding the Rebellion ” 
really contains nothing not previously 
known and on record, His defense of Maj. 
Anderson against the charge made by Gen. 
Doubleday and others of lack of “ loyalty” 
is ample, if such defense is consider to 
have been necessary. Wherever Gen. An- 
derson’s “ heart” may have been, he was a 
loyal and gallant officer of the Government 
he served. He was left in a most critical po- 
sition without orders, intelligence, or advice, 
and acted as a patriotic brave soldier 
should act. History will always do him full 
justice; his rapid promotion and the National 

onors promptly conferred upon him testi- 
tied to opinion held by the country of his 
conduct at Sumter.

Coal, and What They 
Bring

Assuming the cost of electric light te be 
practically the same as gas, the preference 
for one or other will'n each application be 
decided upon grounds of relative conven- 
ience, but I venture to think that gaslight- 
ing will hold its own as the poor man’s 
friend. Gas is an institution of the utmost 
value to the artisan; it requires hardly any 
attention, is supplied upon regulated terms, 
and gives what should be a cheerful light a 
genial warmth, which often saves the 
lighting of a fire. The time is, more 
over, not far distant, 1 venture to think, 
when both rich and poor will largely resort 
to gas as the most convenient, the cleanest, 
and the cheapest of heating agents, and when 
raw eoal will be seen only at the colliery or 
the gasworks. In all cases where the town 
to be supplied is within say thirty miles of 
the colliery the gasworks may with advan- 
tage be planted at the mouth, or stilt better 
at the bottom, of the pit, whereby all haulage 
of fuel would be avoided, and the gas, in its 
ascent from the bottom of the colliery, would 
acquire an onward pressure sufficient proba- 

bly to Impel it to its destination. The possi- 
bility of transporting combustible gas 
through pipes for such a distance has been 


. proved at Pitt8burg, where natural gas from 


the oil district is used in large quantities. 
The quasi-monopoly so long enjoyed by gas 
companies has had the inevitable effect of 
checking progress. The gas being supplied 
by meter, it has been seemingly w the advan- 
tage of the companies ® give merely the pre- 
scribed illuminating power, and to discourage 
the invention of economical burners in order 
that the consumption might reach a maxi- 
mum. The application of gas for heat- 
ing purposes has not been encouraged, 
and is still made difficult in conse- 
quence of the objectionable prac- 
tice of reducing the pressure in 
the mains during the daytime to the lowest 
possible point consistent with prevention of 
atmospheric indraught. The introduction of 
electric light has convineed gas managers 
and directors that such a policy is no longer 
tenable, but must give way to one of techni- 
cal progress: new vrocesses for cheapeniug 
the production and increasing the purity and 
itu minating power of gas are being fully dis- 
cussed before the Gas Institute; and in- 
proved burners rivaling the electric light in 
brilliavey greet our eyes as we pass aloug 
cur principal thoroughfares. 

Regarding the importance of the gas sup- 
ply as it exists at present, we tind from a 
Government return that the capital invested 
in gaswerks in England, other than those of 
local authorities, amounts te £350,000,000; in 
these 4,281,045 tons of coal are converted an- 
nually, producing 45,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas and about %800,000 tons of coke: 
whereas the total amount of coal an- 
nually converted in the United Kingdom may 
be estimated at 9,000,000 tons, and the by- 
products therefrom at 500,000 tons of tar, 
1,000,000 tons of ammonia liquor, and 4,000,000 
tons of coke, according to the returns kindly 
furnished me by the managers of many of 
the Zas-works and corporations. To these 
may be added say 120.000 tons of sulphur, 
which up to the present time isa waste prod- 
uct. Previous to the year 1856—that ts to say, 
before Mr. W. Hit. Perkin had invented his 
practical process, based chiefly upou the the- 
oretical investigations of Hoffman regarding 
the coal-tar bases and the chemical constita- 
tion ut indigo—the value of coal-tar in Lon- 
don was seareely a halfpenny a gallon, and 
in country places gasmakers were glad to 
give itaway.--Up to that time the coal-tar 


industry had consisted ohi in tin 
a labiarnaen wits hebnihet crtoreet

made small quantities of Benzine, which~had 
been first shown—by Manstield, in 1540--to 
exist in coal-tar naphtba mixed with toluene, 
cumene, ete. 

The diseovery, in 186, of the mauve or 
aniline purple gave a great impetus te the 
coaltar trade, inasmuel as it necessitated 
the separation of large quantities of benzine, 
or a wixture of beuzine and toluene, trom the 
naphtha. The t ‘was further inereased 
by the discovery of the magenta or rosaniline 
dye, which required the same products for 
its preparation. in the meantime carbolic 
acid was gradually introduced into com- 
merece, chiefly as a disinfectant, but also for 
the production of coloring watter, ‘Thecolor 
industry utilizes even now practically all the 
benzine, a large proportion of the selvent 
naphtha, all the anthracene, and a portion of 
the napthaline resulting from the distillation 
of coal-tar, and the value of the coloring nrat- 
ter thus produced is estimated by Mr. Per- 
kin at £3,550,000. The demand for anunonia 
may be taken as unlimited, on account of its 
high agricultural value as a manure; 
and, considering the failing supply of 
guano and the growing necessity for 
stimulating the fertility ef our soil, an 
increased production of ammonia may be re- 
garded as a matter of national Importance, 
for the supply of which we have to look al- 
most exclusively to our gasworks. ‘The 
present production of 1,000,000 tons of liquor 
yields (6,000 tons of sulphate of ammonia, 
which, taken at £90 10s a ton, represents an 
annual value of £1,047,000, 

The total annual value of the works by- 
products may be estimated as follows: Color- 
ing watter, £5,°5,000; sulphate of ammonia, 
£1,947,000; pitch (325,000 tons), £95,000; 
creosote (5,000,000 gulions), £208,000; crude 
carbulic acid 41,000,000 gallons), £100,000; as 
coke, 4,000,000 tons (after allowimg ~,000,000 
tons conswauption in working the retorts), at 
12s., £3,400,000-—-total, £8,370,000, ‘Taking the 
coai usec, 9,000,000 tons, at 12s., equal £5,400,- 
000, it follaws that the by-products exceed in 
value the coal used by very nearly £5,000,000. 
[In using raw coal for heating purpuses these 
valuable products are not only absolutely 
lost to us, but in their stead we are favored 
with those semi-gaseous by-products in the 
atmosphere tee well knewn to the denizens 
of Loudon and other large towns as smoke. 
Prof. Roberts has calculated that the soot in 
the pall hanging over London on a winter’s 
day amounts to fifty tons, and that the car- 
bonic oxide, a poisonous compound, result- 
ing from theimperfect combustion of coal, 
may be taken as at five times that 
amount. Mr. Aitken has shown, moreover, 
in an interesting paper communicated to the 
Royal Seciety of Edinburg last year, thatthe 
tine dust resnhiting from the imperfect com- 
bustion of coal is mainly Instrumental in the 
formation of fog, each particle of solid mat- 
ter attracting to itself aqueous vapor; these 
glubuies of for are rendered particularly 
tenacious and disagreeable by the presence 
of tar vapor, another result of imperfect com- 
bustion of raw fuel, which might be turned 
to much better account at the dye-works. 

‘The hurtful inflaence of smoke upon pub- 
lic health, the great personal discomfort to 
which it gives rise, and the vast expense it 
indirectly causes through the destruction of 
our monuments, pictures, furniture, and ap- 
pare! are now being recognized, as is evinced 
by the suecess of recent smoke-abatement 
exhibitions. The most effectual remedy we 
result from a general recognition of the f 
that wherever smoke is produced fuel is be 
ing consumed wastefully, and that all our 
calorific effects, frow the larzest downJdo the 
dorhestic fire, cau be realizea as completely, 
and fmere econowmleally, without allowing 


phere unburnt. This most desirabie result 
may be effected by the use of gas for all heat- 
ing purposes with or without the addition of 
coke or anthracite.

The spectroscope and its results seem to be 
coming more aud wore prominently forward 
atevery successive weeting of the associa- 
tion. ‘The instrument is in some fespects the 
most potent and widely useful weapon In.all 
the armory of sqjence. In the bands of the 
astronomer it can tell us what is going on in 
the sun and the condition of the most distant 
stars, and iu the hamds of the analyst it can 
detect the adulteration of the commonest ar- 
ticles of foed. Thus all the sections are in- 
terested in it and its lmprovement, and the 
standing Committee on Spectrum Analysis is 
one of the most important supperted hy the 
association. Dr. Schuster’s repert this year 
contains a considerable amount of data bear- 
ing upon this department of selentitic prog- 
ress, and the association is doing a great sery- 
ice to science in continuing to support the 
committee. No better method could be 
adopted, not only of hwproving the instru- 
meut, butef collecting and sifting the infor- 
mation obtained by those who work. with it.

Prolific Potators, 
Mr. George Holtzman, of Onondaga Coun- 


| ty, New York, has raised about 560 bushels 


of potatees to the acre this year. William 
Cannon, of the same neighborhood, raised 
500 bushels to the acre. Mr. A. M. Will- 
jains, who visited these farmers, writes of 
the former’s fiel1: 


He dug a few bilisto show me. The first con- 
tained twenty-one potatves, only two too small 
tor market, and most of them very large. They 
were planted in drilis, from six inches to one 
foot im the row, and rows three feet apart and 
two eyes ina piace. Many of these hills, he tells 
me, will contain twenty-3ix potatoes, most of 
them very large: in fact, most of the hilis he 
dug to show me did not contain a single potato 
too small for market. The varieties are Chicago 
Market, Vermont, and Bariy Onio; the last tne 
earliest. crops, far beyond anything I 
ever saw before, are on muck land; our greatest 
crops here are grown upon muck. 

But the great crops are not, as I think, due to 
any native richnese of the muck; if potatoes are 
red, the re- 
suit is small potatoes and few ina hill. To get 
this muck land in condition to produce a max!i- 
mum crop takes about five years. The lard is 
drained and heavily manured, and thoroughly 
worked each — It is astonishing to see what 
an amount of manure is worked into an acre of 
this lan@é. The only fertilizer used is barn-yard 
manure. At the end of about five years this 
land is @ of manure. The muck dilutes it 
and keeps itin good condition, but the manure 
is thoroughly mixed, and the growing pliant 
finds its food in abundance in a condition exact- 
ly adapted to itswants. Having made examina- 
tions from the Atlantic coast to the Mississippi, 
I have nowhere seen such thorough cultivation 
of the sollas ia the sof the Onondaga 
Valley. Aftera quarter of a century's observa- 
tion, which should teach me better, i cannot get 
rid of the idea that these men use too much 
manure. They often make me think of what 
Willis Gay! used to say: * With manure I can 
do everything; without it, nothing.”

The Farm and Workshop thus befriends 
the worm: “Worms are among the best 
friends of the farmer; they are great borers. 
They go down into the earth, and the holes 
none — enables the air containing carbonic 
ac penetrate down to the mineral matter 
below the surface, by which the fertilizing 
qualities are chan and fitted for the nour- 
ishment of plants. The worms, by opening 
and casting up the soil, do for the farmer 
what he does for himself by plowing. ‘The 
farmer is indebted to the worm for produc- 
ing plant food, and to the plants we are in- 
debted for our own food.” 


The largest “ grain-farm” of the South, 
near Powell’s Milis, in Green County, Ga., 
comprises 3,900 acres, of which 1,300 were in 
wheat and oats this year.

At the coming public sale of cattle from 
the herd of the late Lord Airlie, at Cortachy, 
Scotiand, many of the best Angus or Aber- 
deen polls in Scotland will be sold. When 
this herd was begun one principal purpose 
was to secure good dairystock. The calves 
were early taken from their dams, and the 
latter were kept for the production of butter 
and cheese. Ali of the early cows were good 
milkers, and some were also inclined to great 
fieshiness. The Jessica family, of which six 
are to be sold, were the best of the herd for 
milking purposes. The cow New-Year’s 
Day (1124) is now 13 years old, yet gives for 
some time after calving fourteen to fifteen 
Scotch pints, or twenty-five and one-fifth to 
twenty-seven of our i. per day. An- 
other cow offered is Fly (1441): she yields 
sixteen pints, or twenty-nine English quarts, 
per day. Asthe milk of the Scotch lled 
cattle is said to compare favorably with that 
of the Jerseys in richness, it will be seen that 
a cattle are of great value to the general 

armer. 


Wellbred and fully matured bullocks are 
worth seven cents per pound alive in the 
Chicago market—thousands of scrubs have 
sold within the week for three and one-quar- 
ter to three and one-half cents per pound. 
The finished steer of 2 years and 1,500 pounds 
brings to the selier $105. Thescrub of 1,000 
pounds goes for $32.50 to $35 at 4 years old. 
Fifteen of the better class of cdttle makea 
ear-load, worth $1.575, and updn these the 
commission for selling is $7.50, while the 
chinese must pay as much freight as he 
would be required to pay upon seventeen to 
twenty scrub cattle of 1,000 pounds: but the 
commission on the latter would be $8.50 to 
$10, while they would require more hay in 
the market, and would bring only $552.50 to 
$700. Thescrub may at 4 years old have 
eaten as much food, required as much care, 
and become indebted to his owner for the in- 
terest upon as much capital, and for a longer 
time, as has been given to the higher-bred 
animal, but he cannot repay the loan. The 
difference between the value of the two 
classes of animals is an index to the value of 
the influence of a well-pred sire, 


The best beeves are now selling in Chicago 
for seven cents per pound on foot, and the 
best swioe for $9.15 per cental, Just three 


years ago $4.70@4.80 took the very choicest- 


cattle offered in this market, and the’ best 
heavy hogs were sold at $3.70, the advance 
in the price of hogs being 147 per cent and 
that in the price of cattle 48@49 percent. In 
June last cattle sold in this market for 87 
percent more than they brought in June, 
1879—but in the three years prices of pure- 
bred breeding-stock have not generally ad- 
vanced 25 per cent. First-class pigs of the 
best known breeds can be bought for $20 to 
$40 per pair, and —_ good young Short- 
Horns of pure pedigree can be bought for 
$50 to $100. Although the general belief is 
that there is and has been a tremendous 
“boom ” upon Jerseys, one can now buy Jer- 


sey bull calves for $30 to $50 and heifers for’ 


It is true that Angus and Gallo- 
way cattle are now.selling for more 
than 100 ned cent above the figures 
they could have been bought for two or three 
years ago; and Herefords have advanced 
almost as much In the same time, but this 
fact should not deter farmers from securing 
well-bréd sires for their herds. The rise in 
value of these three breeds has not been 
greater than the advance in the value of 
market stock. The stockman and farmer 
has never before had better opportunities 
for buying, nor stronger inducements to buy 
breeding stock of pure blood with which to 
improve his cattle or hogs. Those who 
neglect these opporcunities will surely vain- 
for breeders of pure

His Mission to This Country in the Ald 


of Encouraging Immigra- 
tion. 


Biographidal Sketch of the Advocate 
of Co-operation. 


Mr. George Jacob Holyoake, of London. 
England, author, lecturer, historian of co- 
operation, who has been connected during 
his whole adult life with the public press in 
England, is now in this country, partly, at 
the instance of the English Government for 
the purpose of reporting on emigration, and 
will arrive in Chicago Saturday or Sunday. 
He will rest here for two or three days, and 
then proceed via the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road to Kansas City, whence he will com- 
mence a trip over the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Railroad at the invitation of that 
company. On his return he will stop over a 
few days in Chicago, and, if time permits, 
will comply with requests to lecture. Dur- 
ing his stay here he will be the guest of Mr. 
James Chariton, of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad. From Chicago he will go to Wash- 
ington to confer with the United States Gov- 
ernment on the subject of his mission. A 
former visit to this country convinced Mr. 
Holyoake that the United States and Canada 
were the countries to which the surplus pop- 
ulation of Europe should be directed. His 
chief object is now to induce the Govern- 
ments of Canada and of. the United States 
to publish an emigrant guide-book which 
shail give, the purchasing power of money 
here as compared with its power in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and shall inform 
the prudent emigrant before he leaves his 
native land “as to the cost ‘of living, 
the dietary, the clothing, the dwellings whic 
he would have to oecupy, exposure to be 
undergone, the conditions of health in a 
district, the local maladies to be guarded 
against, the state of the labor market,” and 
all other information which would enable 
him to deeide where to go, to determine 
in his own mind why he should go. In short, 
Mr. Holyoake wishes to have provided such 
ofticial information that hereafter there shall 
be only intelligent, educated, well-directed 
emigration, that, to use his own words, shall 
be “a leap into the light instead of a leap in 
the dark.’’ 

George Jacob Holyoake was born in Bir- 
mingham April 13,1817. A delicate, sickly 
child, he grew up under the constantly re- 
peated prediction that he was destined to die 
early. He was placed in circumstances where 
he was obliged to work, whether feeble or ro- 
bust. Except during two long and dangerous 
illnesses, he worked as a white smith ‘from 
9 years of age to 22, with thousands of others 
who were never remunerated by sufficient 
means, and whose lives were never enlivened 
by real pleasure.” He had an aversion to 
being thought idle, and he worked hard. A 
poser little steel fire-grate is still in existence 
which he manufactured at 12 years old as a 
specimen of the more skilled labor to which 
he was then desirous of being promoted. 
What Mr. Holyoake long years ago said of 
the career of Charies Reece Pemberton may 
be said of his own: “It speaks volumes 
of encouragement that one whose 
life began at the foot of the social ladder 
should have attained to such eminence in 

ood works that on the eve of his departure 

rom England to take thistripin America a 
banqguet.was given him in Manchester Aug. 
16 in testimony “of his many efforts for the 
good of all classes by the spread of codpera- 
tiop, education, and social and political re- 
forms,” and that the Liverpool Daily Post 
of Aug. 17, commenting on this, should speak 
of his * unspotted useful public life as a 
politician,” of his * honest and enlightened

Another provoked an eloquent reply in two 
lectures from his friend Wendell Phillips. 

Mr. Holyoake is the author of a healthy lit- 
tle library of books, chiefly educational and 
political, and on co®peration. _ He is the 
author of the five prize essays, “Charity,” 
“Truth,” “Knowledge,” “Science,” and 
“ Progression,” written in the year 1845 
for the Manchester ,Unit of Odd 
Fellows, and which. have’ n adopt- 
ed as lectures of the order 
all over the world. He wrote charming 
books for children, teaching them most en- 
chantingly the art of reading, writing, and 
grammar. He is the author of * Mathematics 
No Mystery,” of “ Public Soeaking and De- 
bate,’’ and of * A Practical Grammar,” at the 
time of its publication described in the Lon- 
don Spectatdér as a “ series of sinart remarks, 
expounding science in the conjoint style of 
Punch, and an ultra-radical setting the 
world to rights,” and in the Creic as writ 
ten ina “vein singularly cheerful and with- 
out a spice of dogmatism or pedantry,” and 
in the /risas “a simple but strictly philo- 
sophical analysis of the English language,”’ 
His “Self-Help,” being the history of the 
equitable pioneers of Rochdale, gave an im- 
mense impetus to codperation, and amongst 
his later works is a “ History of Codpera- 
tion,” in two volumes. Itis as entertaining 
as a romance, and is a genial and sometimes 
huinorous record of the “ world-makers,” 
utopianists, and retormers, and of associate

This work has received the approval! of the 
leaders of both political parties in England. 
His latest work is a life of the Rev. Joseph

his was preceded by his book, * Among the 
Americans,” the fruit of a seer visit to 
this country. In the American reprint of this, 
by Belford & Co., of Chicago, is included 
an article from the Nineteenth Century, 
entitled “A Stranger in America,” pro- 
nounced by the London correspoudent of the 
New York Tribune as “ one of those articles 
that promote international good will.”’

fearful odds for the freedom of the press: 
Thom, the weaver-poet of Inverary: 
Francis Place, the vonsistent friend 
of freedom from the dark days 
of the corresponding societies, and who 
was the friend and confidant of Lord Brough- 
am and the Mills, and nearly every name of 
note associated with progress from the first 
day of the present century; Thomas Cooper,

It was remarked yesterday that corn is now 
on an export basis; the current price here was 
equal to 6s 1d per cental in ‘Liverpool after al- 
lowing all usual charges, and corn to arrive 
there could have been sold yesterday at that 
figure. There is reason to believe that a rather 
large line of corn;was taken here yesterday in 
a quiet way for export. 

Some operators are said to intend to tender 
mixed receipts for wheat next Monday. In that 
case there may be a plentiful crop of appeals to 
the committees of the board. 

A telegram from St. Luis yesterday said that 
the folks there are already delivering wheat on 
year contracts. The trouble here is, w get 
enough for September. 

The Toiedo Produce Exchange circular thinks 
that the corn-cribs which were supposed to bave 
been swept bare must have double bottoms. 
We believe that was the case with some wheat- 
bins in this city “so many years ago.” 

With cash wheat at $1.06 here, and October 
wheat at $1.0 in New York, with no possibility 
of delivering our wheat there this month, there 
is not much profitin shipping wheat from Uhi- 
cago to the seaboard. Perhaps the people 
who are buying Bere act on the plan announced 
by the Israelite who sold second-hand clothes for 
twice the cost of new ones: “I puys and selis 
and lives mit der toss.” 

A dispatch from Kansas City says that heavy 
rains recently bave much retarded the move- 
ment of corn there.
